An unknown number of students may 
find themselves forced to drop out of 
school this coming spring as the result of 
errors by the financial aids office 
amounting to over $350,000. 

With semester break nearly upon us, it 
has come to light that the financial aids 
office will realistically be unable to assist 
students not already receiving aid. Even 
then, some of those currently receiving 
financial aid will find their expectations 
for this spring halved or in some 
instances eliminated despite 
commitments made to them as early as 
last July 

The huge deficit is the result of aid 
commitments being made to students far 
in excess of the availability of funds. The 
total includes overallocations of 
$149,295 in National Defense Student 
Loans, $165,250 in Work Study funds, 
$22,665 in Economic Opportunity 
grants, $3,519 in the Law Enforcement 
Education Program and $22,160 in 
Nursing Student Loans 

As a result of this deficit, the office 
faces a major struggle to balance its books 
by the end of the vear: legally the office 
is barred from deficit spending so the 
funds cannot be spent with the hopes of 
deducting them from next year’s budget. 
At the same time, the office must still 
attempt to provide financial aid for those 
students whose survival depends upon it. 

Meanwhile, to add an additional 
difficulty to the burdened task ahead, the 
office has been notified that due to errors 
in the granting of Economic Opportunity 
Grant monies during 1966 through 1969 


it must repay the office of HEW an 
additional $45,451. 

As if this were not enough, the 
registrars and business offices delivered 
notification this week that the policy of 
granting fee deferments to students short 
of funds at registration will not be 
continued this spring. Meanwhile, 
however, the emergency loan fund, which 
many students have utilized for this 
purpose, is so depleted because of 
delinquent loans that except in extreme 
emergencies that money’ will be 
unavailable to most students. 

Last October the office became aware 
of the deficit in NDSI. funds. Subsequent 
action to reconcile the error did not take 
place, however, until late November, 
early December. At that time the office 
mailed out letters to 375 students 
expecting NDSL loans in the spring. The 
letters notified them that their loans for 
the spring semester were being cancelled. 
Affected students were asked to contact 
the office to see if Federally Insured 
Loans or some other type of aid could be 
arranged if the student was unable to get 
along without their NDSL. 

In addition, Dean of Students Norman 
Better divided the Financial Aids and 
Placement Planning Center into two 
separate depariments. Willis Black, then 
director of the center, and Sid Inglis 
associate director of financial aids, were 
placed in charge of the placement 
operations which were moved to the third 
floor of the Science building. Hank 
Smith, formerly the financial aid 
counselor for EOP, was placed as acting 
director of the financial aids center on 
December 6, 1971. 

Since the letters were mailed to NDSL 
students last November-December, Smith 
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reported this week, only 141 students: 
have contacted the center however. Most 
of these were able to obtain Federally 
Insured Loans or other types of aid. 
Approximately another forty who were 
unable to arrange other funds have been 
offered one half of their original grant or 
$250, which ever is less. The money for 
those appeals was made available since 
the amount of cancelled loans exceeded 
the deficit by approximately $30,000. 

Still, however, there are 234 students 
who have not responded to the Financial 
aids office notification. Some of these 
may have made _ other financial 
arrangements, others may have yet to 
receive their notification and are still 
anticipating the money to be available at 
spring registra‘ion. Still others may have 
received notitication, have taken no 
action to obtain other funds but claim 
that they were never informed. 

Smith commented that since there is 
no way of affirming before registration 
which of the 234 actually received their 
letters they will probably be treated 
similarly as the forty. That is, they will be 
granted a short term NDSL under the 
condition that the student also apply for 
a FISL. Those that obtain the FISL will 
then repay the NDSL while those that 
can provide evidence of inability to 
achieve other funding will be offered the 
one half or $250 option. 

To do this, the office will have to 
operate with some deficit during the 
spring. Smith is hoping, however, that 
loan payments (projected to average 
$10,000 per month) will absorb that 
deficit. 

Upon assuming the acting directorship

Contrary to the Governor's 
statements the free medical care has not 
been limited to allergy shots alone. For a 
number of years, the Reagans have relicd 
upon the “no fee’ services of Dr. Culler 
and the Sacramento Medicai Clinic for all 
of their day-to-day medical needs.

Sacramento Indian Center

“Indians helping Indians” is the 
motto of the Sacramento Indian 
Center. This organization has 
been chartered through the 
indian Commission and is a 
non-profit, self-help program 
officially chartered December 
30, 1970, with funds from the 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
amounting to $37,500 annually 


The aim of the center is 
naturally to alleviate the 
problems of the Indians. 
However, the original funding 


has proven inadequate to meet 
the needs of the growing Indian 
population 

The Indian Center currently 
handles a diversity of needs: ina 
typical week they find suitable 
housing for at least one family, 
arrange room and board for at 
least three single persons, a full 
time employment counselor 
provides information on all 
types of available employment 
The list of items needed 
through the center is impressive 
food, clothing, housing, legal 
aid, medical assistance, 
pre-school care, vocational 
counseling, also social festivities 
like dances, leather work, 
beading, painting. The things 


just mentioned help promote a 
culturai cohesiveness and release 
creative energy within the Indian 
Center. 





The Indian Center has been 
formed within the present white 
power structure using advisory 
groups to help members relate 
better to their minority 
community. Their primary 
objective is to organize a 
structure to cope with the 
outside culture and to encourage 
self-sufficiency and self-reliance 
Of equal importance, the Center 
envisions the fusing of all 
isolated members into one 
cohesive Indian Pressure group 
within the large community so 
that they may acheive desired 
changes 


In Sacramento the estimated 


number of Indians is 6,000. 
(There are 350,000 in 
California.) Many of these 


individuals are as yet unprepared 
to identify themselves as 
Indians, and it is the Indian 
Center’s purpose to givethem a 
reason to step forward!

s Blood disorder 


is incurable killer

Sickle-cell anemia, the African 
hereditary blood disorder, now seems 
fashionable as national television, “The 
Bold Ones”, has carried a show about it 
a smallboy played its victim. Newspapers 
and magazines have carried articles about 
the dreaded anemia 

However fashionabis, the blood disorder 
is an incurable killer destroying one in 
500 black babies; half of those afflicted 
die before age 20; another one-third die 
before age § 


thin blood cells 


The disorder is primarily a Black man’s 
disease, although Greeks and the 
Veddoids of India too may have the 
ailment. A disease similar to sickle-cell 
anemia, thaslassemia, in which red cells 
become thin, is also found among 
Meditarraneans and their American 
progeny. 

The Baamba of Uganda, in 1956, found 
39% of its population with sickle cells 
The disorder appears in Africa as highly 
terminal as elsewhere. Furthermore, 
contrary to what one may have read, the 
anemia its not an advantageous ally against 
malaria for the simple reason that the 
victim, in either case, dies 
Sickle-cell anemia can be transmitted 
only’ when both parents have the trait 
sickle cell, but do not themselves suffer 
the disease; they are carriers. Two in 25 
Afro-Americans have the trait. The blood 
disordre is not a communicable disease, 
otherwise, and cannot be picked up as 
can the common cold. 

Ignorance about the anemia is obvious, 
as a poll conducted in Virginia indicates: 
only one in 10 Black adults know what 
the disorder is. In New York a family was 
ostracized by the ignorance of their 
“friends” and neighbors who stayed away 
in fear they too would ‘‘catch 
something.” 

Two of the family’s six children died 
with the ailment; three others are carriers 
The resulting medical bills have put the 
family on welfare, forced them to sell 
their home and to buy junk as furniture 

Sickle-cell anemia attacks its victims 
before they reach age 4. Infants become 
pale, listlessly limp, develop fevers, 
abdominal pain, thoracic and skeletal 
pain 
The disorder is believed to cause more 
paralysis than polio, it can affect any 
body organ and is the major cause of 
maternal mortality as bleeding is hard to 
stop. 

The molecular condition peculiar to 
sickle-cell anemia was found 25 years ago; 
the disease has been known about for 65 
years. Even more patients died with the 
disease then. 

Therapeutic antibiotics today combat 
the disease and more persons now reach 
adulthood.

But persons with sickle-cell anemia 
rarely live as long as Lonnie Eckles of 
Sacramento. He is 57. Eckles has a 
circular pacemaker, to steady and speed 
heartbeat, embedded in his chest. His 
disorder was diagnosed when he was 50 
Until side-ined by three heart attacks, 
probably caused by the anemia, Eckles 
worked most of his life as a heavy 
equipment operator 

The most comon and the most 
depressing symptom of the anemia is 
episodic pain (bone-pain crises) which is 
as sudden as it is violent. This catholic 
malaise strikes the long bones, spine or 
thoracic cage. The sudden pain happens 
about once a year and brings extreme 
pain to local tenderness and is oft-times 
accompanied by swelling, fever and sore 
joints 

“In 1942, he (Eckles) was chopping 
firewood when a splinter hit his right leg 
and cut it,” Bryon Robertson writes in 
the ‘‘Sacramento Bee’, “The sore 
remained open for four years.” 

Episodic pain happens when the blood 
stream’s oxygen level dragswhen the 
victim is dehydrated) and the round 
blood cells ‘‘sickle.”’ Sickling cells block 
the body's smaller arteries. For example, 
imagine chips floating easily down a 
drain; now visualize chips growing, in this 
drain, into logs: logjam. To the sickle-cell 
patients this means death, severe pain, 
often both 


doped up, 


‘mysteriously 


unsickles’ 


Yesterday’s treatment consisted of 
heavy, pain-killing doses of medicine. At 
the Sacramento Medical Center, today’s 
treatment is similar as patients, in crises 
Stage, are still “doped up.” Patients and 
anxious friends then wait for the cells to 
“my steriously unsickle.”’ 

By increased pressure on sickle -cells, Dr 
Makio Murayama, a research biochemist 
at the National Institute of Health in 
Bethesda, Md., found the bonds which 
hold amino acids, in human hemoglobin, 
broke apart 

The holly leaf shape, he learned, is 
caused by ‘“‘looping’ between two 
aminoacids which then form. slender 
strands of long, narrow hemoglobin 

In deoxygenated blood, taken from 
sickle-cell anemia patients, the cells 
crumpled into crescentic shapes, 
according to Dr. Murayama. Blood cells 
with normal, healthy air are disc and 
doughnut shaped. 

Over 25 years ago Dr. Linus Pauling 
suggested sickling was due to chemically 
different blood types which, upon 
dehydration, become crescentic. 
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Two doctors, in 1950, learned that 
anemic hemoglobin has a lower solubility 
than does normal hemoglobin. They 
believed the anemia involved actual 
non-specific crystallization of red-blood 
corpuscles. Meanwhile a third doctor 
noted spindle-shaped liquids crystal one 
to 15 microns long, in an airless solution 
called Hb S.

There is no known cure, even so, 
“Propane does in fact both unsickle and 
block sickling,’ according to Murayama 

Twenty-four Nigerian children, suffering 
with bone-pain, were given dextran. It 
was not as effective as dextrose alone, 
which is at best ineffective. The course of 
bone-pain crises is short, “self-limited.” 
Such attacks last a few hours or a few 
weeks. Therefore, evaluation of so-called 
remedies is difficult. 

Physicians have also tried to cure the 
anemia by neutralizing acidity, by giving 
patients fluids, blood transfusions and 
urea. One treatment is abandoned for an 
individual and then tried on another. One 
cannot take too many transfusions of 
blood. Urea is too easily and too swiftly 
gotten rid of by the body. When patients 
left the atmospheric pressure chambers 
at Wayne State University in Detroit 
their bone-pain soon returned. 

A principal problem with the anemia 1s 
finding monies with which to combat it 
U.S. Senator John V. Tunney, D-Calif. 
introduced legislation in the Congress 
which requested $90 million. To the 
consternation of many Afro-Americans, 
the Nixon administration has allotted a 
mere $5 million for this war. 

State Sen. Mervyn M. Dymally, D-LA, 
called Nixon’s curve ball **. . institutional 
racism at its ugliest. 

“How can a president (advocate) $2.6 
billion to conquer cancer, yet claim $5 to 
$6 million is enough to devote to a 
disease which attacks one in 500 Black 
children?” asked Dymally. 

The first legislation establishing a 
statewide testing program for the anemia, 
60 odd years after it was diagnosed, was 
signed by California Governor Ronald 
Reagan. The assembly bill by Leon 
Ralph, D-LA, and of African ancestry, 
requires that children entering school be 
screened for the anemia. Persons applying 
for marriage licenses will be screened 
during regulation blood tests. Carriers and 
victims will be told of the ailment, its 
inheritability, its incurable status and 
they will be admonished about its affects 
on children 


meanwhile 


Meanwhile, 50,000 Black people and an 
unknown number of Greeks and East 
Indians in the United States suffer the 
disorder. Do they realize they have it? No 
possibly not. For 50 years Eckles’ 
condition was diagnosed by physicians, as 
everything but sickle-cell anemia. For 
people who know why they are suffering 
and for those who haven’t any inkling, 
the cure is needed now.

column. My thanks was his crude 
comments about my being “over 
zealous,” ‘“‘disgruntled’’ and _ lacking 


“expertise and judgment...except for 
empty rhetoric.” Now as I read his article 
over again I can view it more objectively. 
I can now partially agree that I have zeal 
for protecting the interests of students, 
especially in the area of student 
government. I am disgruntled about the 
way Hackard has taken our money and 
spent it travelling around the country, 
using the power we gave him in order to 
create a name for himself. Hackard 
considers it empty rhetoric when I 
suggest that the students should have 
something to say about the priorities of 
that $2,000 a year office. 

I now understand the error I made as 
Coordinator of Academic Affairs. I have 
been looking at Michael Hackard as an 
adult. He is in fact just a small boy who 
was elected to office because the forces 
opposing his election made the error of 
dividing themseives. I should have known 
when I saw Hackard on a Freshmen 
Parent’s orientation discussion panel just 
before school began. At the orientation

he, in answer to a question that had 
nothing to do with his pet project, began 
to lecture several hundred parents on the 
subject of peace. One of the parents 
stood up and asked that Hackard stay on 
the subject at hand, nameiy what sort of 
experiences was that parent’s daughter 
going to have at SSC as an entering 
freshman. Hackard, red faced, told the 
man to “go to the bathroom and blow his 
nose and not to forget to wash his 
hands.” When we attended the Board of 
Trustees meeting in L.A., Vice-President 
Bill Schneider and I heard another 
example of his bungling. Members of our 
representative body the CSCSPA took a 
stand on equity of viewpoints in campus 
speakers. As a counter example, the most 
conservative member of the Trustees (and 
is he conservative!) used a letter by 
Hackard in which he pointed out that the 
campus of SSC is going to have speakers 
on the subject of peace and neglect a 
variety of other viewpoints. He thus sunk 
the position of the group he claimed in 
last Tuesday’s article to be promoting. 
Also in the article Hackard claims that it 
is his duty “to insure that all interest 
groups of the ASSSC are adequately 
represented.”” His inappropriate letter to 
the Trustees does not indicate that 
responsibility on his part. 

In short Hackard has said one thing all 
semester long and done another. In 
answer to my suggestion that students 
have more to say about the priorities of 
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Student Body President, he answers that 
he is the executiveofficer (whatever that 
means) and then goes on to describe my 
job description, which I already well 
know. Hackard, in the Hornet article, 
says that he confers about items “on 
areas of importance such as the bicycle 
compound and a proposed bus shelter.” 
The simple fact is that Vice-President Bill 
Schneider and Senate Chairman John 
Dutro were responsible for getting the 
bicycle compound, along with help from 
the SSC Bike Club. And as for the bus 
shelter, it will be a $10,000 shack with 
hot and cold, bad tasting chocolate. 
Though the issue of this overpriced shed, 
designed to make more money for the 
local distributing company (shades of 
President Johns!), is one I will be giad to 
credit to Hackard, the fact is it has been 
in the plans for some five years. It’s just 
more Hackard coverup because he hasn’t 
been doing anything but run around the 
country using up our money to increase 
his prestige. (Somebody said that he even 
has a letter from President Nixon). 

Though members of the Executive 
Council have been warned about 
repeating the things he tells us “in 
private” (the students might find out!), I 
feel that I should relate a few of the 
things Hackard said to me the night 
before last. He admitted that he had 
attended the Executive Committee of the 
Faculty Senate, one of his most 
important duties, only four times out of a 
total of eighteen meetings (a fact 
reported by the Faculty Senate office) 
and he said that he would “attend even 
less frequently in the coming semester.” 
Instead of taking the job of representing 
the students of this campus he runs 
around making “numerous appearances 
on television and radio.” And when 
somecne mentions his lack of willingness 
(or lack of ability) to do the job we pay 
him to do, he claims that we are 
interfering in his “executive business.” 
Someone should ask him how closely he 
works with the SSC Academic Affairs 
Peace Studies. 

The last thing in his article barely 
worth mentioning is his claim that he is 
establishing a “Committee For Executive 
Department Reorganization.” Not only is 
there no such committee, but even if 
there were, Hackard keeps to his usual 
style by saying that interested students 
will ali “‘be interviewed by the ASSSC 
Secretary, Donna Hyatt.” I’m sure Donna 
was thrilled to hear that. 


This story of “the boy who 
couldn’t”ends, for the present time at 
least, with a conversation between 


Hackard and myself Wednesday night

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during which he said that my efforts in 
“the areas of Academic Affairs and 
Alternative Education were useless crap” 
and that he himself had received many 
phone calls praising his executive efforts 
from members of the community 
(probably meaning the Hackard family). 
He told me that he approved of CLEP 
tests because the only economic sanity 
meant getting the students in and out as 
quickly as possible (the exact position of 
the Governor and the Chancellor) since 
they don’t learn anything here anyway. 
When I asked him what we could do to 
change it he said that he didn’t care about 
the campus any longer. Hackard then 
asked me for my resignation saying that I 
“‘was a thorn in his side.” In that I was 
planning to write this article, | told him 
that I would pay him back for his vulgar 
article and harrassment. He took this to 
mean some bodily threat and, in that it 
was later on in the evening, Hackard hid 
in his office. He then called the campus 
police claiming that he had _ beer 
threatened. Two campus _ policemen 
arrived and at that point Hackard cracked 
his office door open to see if it was safe. 
Seeing one of the policemen in the room 
he ventured out and began to explain the 
way he had been mistreated. The officers 
saw him safely to his car. Afterward I 
explained that he was generally paranoid 
and sees plots and threats. One of the 
officers laughed and said “if you hit him, 
do it off campus.” I attempted to call 
Hackard well into the morning in order to 
explain that my threat was purely a 
journalistic one and he could come out 
again. Unfortunately Hackard had taken 
the phone off the hook as soon as he got 
home (or else he talked until 2 a.m. in the 
morning when I gave up). 

Finally yesterday I found him in his 
office with the door shut and managed to 
explain that he was in no danger 
Hopefully he'll be able to rest better 
knowing theplot he fears is not a reality. 

Frankly 1 don’t know what to do. 
Hackard has used up most of the travel 
money running around the world hoping 
for next year’s Nobel Peace Prize; he has 
sent out thousands of letters trying to get 
other student body presidents around the 
nation to join his Mike Hackard Peace 
Club; and he has completely ignored his 
campus duties, going so far as to claim 
the work of others as his own. Of course 
you may agree with him, but if you 
don’t, give it some thought as you pay 
your student activity fee during the 
coming registration. Student Body 
President Michael Hackard has probably 
already spent it!

Financial aids 


No education assist funds 


on December 6, Smith directed a tally of 
afl accounts be made. It was at this point 
a result of this tally, none had been 
conducted previously that the deficits in 
the other areas became known. 

The reasons for the deficits are as 
varied as they are complex. And a 
solution which would not hurt the 
students involved appears to be 
impossible. 

The over-allocation in NDSL, for 
example, may have been caused by many 
factors. At least one of them, however, 
was the negligence of involved in the 
allocating process. When the original 
grants were made last summer, notices 
were sent to potential recipients advising 
them to reply to the office if the award 
was going to be accepted. If the office 
receives no response, normally, the award 
is cancelled and the money is allocated to 
some other student in need. This year 
however, the office neglected to send 
cancellation letters. As a result, students 
who should have had their loans cancelled 
showed up in the fall expecting the loans 
they had been granted. Since they had 
never been notified of the supposed 
cancellation they were still eligible for the 
money. The normal attrition of students 
who fail to register, or drop out during 
the year, failed to compensate for the 
deficit created. 


WORK STUDY 


Work-study is an additional thorn in 
the side which the office must somehow 
resolve. For, with a deficit of $165,000, 
attrition will surely not cover the amount 
which must be recovered.

Work-stuay deficit is compounded by a 
lack of adequate data. Previously the 
on-going actions in the program were 
tabulated by Miriam Frazer, one of the 
aids counselors and an_ up-to-date 
assessment was always possible. Dr. Black 
however, changed this process for the 
current year and instituted a practice of 
several placement counselors to perform 
the job referral process. While this may 
have made the workload involved in the 
referrals more equitable it also eliminated 
the possibility to assess in an adequate 
fashion. As a_ result, students have 
transferred from one job to another 
without appropriate adjustments being 
made to their allocations, awards have 
not been adjusted to coincide with what 
the students may realistically earn, and an 
account of who was not working was not 
available to permit retraction of 
committed funds. 


OFFICE TO CLOSE 


In order to determine exactly where 
they stand Financial Aids is going to close 
for the week of January 31-February 4 to 
conduct a self-audit of all their programs 
(The part time employment operations 
will remain open and a receptionist will 
be available to answer phone queries, 
however). 

As far as work study is involved, Smith 
hopes that this will enable them to obtain 
an accounting of total amounts earned by 
each student since September. Thus the 
balance they may earn may be 
determined and the student and his/her 
employer be informed. Since this will 
project the maximum a student may earn 
by June his award may be adjusted on 
that basis. The adjusted awards will 
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alleviate some of the deficit. In addition, 
awards as yet not being used, estimated 
to be about $66,000 will be cancelled in 
the effort to retrieve overallocated funds. 

Smith is hoping these steps will provide 
enough funds to avoid the necessity of 
making an across-the-board cut of work 
study grants. 


EDUCATION OPPORTUNITY GRANTS 


Education Opportunity Grants pose 
another serious problem since the 
difficulties with this area take two 
identities. Firstly, there is a current year 
deficit of $22,000 due in part because the 
previous administration of financial aids 
“forgot,” according to Smith, to deduct 
the 3% administrative overhead before 
allocating the available funds. 


Secondly is the matter of the $45,000 
which must be repaid to the Office of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 

in October of 1970, the financial aids 
Cffice was notified by HEW of a 
discrepancy of $3125 discovered i a 
sampling of the Educaiioral Opportur ity 
Grants awarded from 1966-69. ‘he 
aiditors cstimated that, based upon the 
sample, the actual discrepancy was 
$45,451. The financial aids office was 
instructed to conduct a self-audit to 
determine what the actual amount 
invelved was and repay it to the HEW. 
That audit was to have been completed 
by November 20, 1970. However this 
date has been excended several times, at 
the financial aids office’s request, to the 
latest due date of November |, 1971 

On Januar’ 13, 1972, Smith received a 
memorandum from Dr. Black dated 
November 11, 1971. That memorandum 
from HEW stated, “If it is absolutely 
impossible for the institution to 
compicte, after one year’s time, a 
self-audit on 301 accounts, we will accept 
a refund...in the amount projected by the 
auditor.” In the memo from Black that 
accompanied the HEW letter, reference 
w2s made to the fact that the audit was in 


progress but that “as work loads 
increased, (Black) told her (the woman 
doing the audit) to ao other things ol 
higher priority.” As a result of those 
priorities and the failure to assign 
someone else to finish the audit, the 
office must now repay that money. 
Meanwhile it is estimated that to 
complete the audit, which is_ still 
necessary, will require three employees 
working full time for a week. 

While the situation for financial aids 
office is bleak, the situation for the 
students who rely on it is bleaker still. 
For when registration begins in February 
there will be many students in need of 
money, or expecting money, who will be 
unable to obtain it. 


NO DEFERMENT 


Yet the registrars and business offices, 
because of difficulties and abuses of the 
policy when it was tried this fall, have 
announced that they will not grant fee 
deferments for spring registration. Thus 
any student who registers and has not 
paid his fee by the February 11 deadline 


will be disenrolled from the classes he 
registered for and be forced to late 
register 

Late registration is an agonizing 


process in which all of your courses must 
be obtained during the add period. In 
addition to the five dollar late fee, 
students who late register rarely obtain a 
full-time program, much less get the 
classes they desire. And emergency loan 
funds which many students would rely on 
at this time are not available. Assuming 
the $20,000 in loans due by registration 
are paid and the ASSSC extends the 
deadline for th: $10,000 they loaned to 
the program, emergency loans could be 
granted to at most 400 students. Since 
most of these would apply to students 
whose other monies through financial 
aids were cut or curtailed, the outlook for 
students aot already on aid is dismal.

School vs. education 


A tool for fitting us in the system

The following commentary was written 
by Barbara Hoag, a previous contributer 
to the Hornet. Her husband is a student 
at SSC. She was arrested last month for 


violating the compulsory education act in 
having withdrawn her children from 
public school. She is defending herself in 
the case; this commentary is a copy of 
the brief she has filed in her defense.

The compulsory education law is a 
cruel, inhumane and unjust law. It 
violates the rights of all the citizens of 
this country under the 10th and 14th 
Amendments to the Constitution, in that 
it deprives the citizen of 
self-determination. This is manifest in 
that the STATE takes it upon itself to 
determine in advance, what the future 
course and direction of the lives of all its 
minor citizens will be without regard to 
the wishes or desires of either the (minor) 
child, or his parents and/or guardians. 
This means that the STATE’S authority 
usurps the natural parental authority, 
thereby giving the STATE the status of a 
kind of super-parent or “family 
controller,” thereby rubbing the father of 
the family of his rightful role as head of 
the family unit, and of his right to make 
decisions concerning his progeny’s future 

The STATE further asserts that every 
single child will benefit and _ be 
intellectually fulfilled by a conventional 
education. Using and implementing the 
institutional or “‘plant” concept of mass 
education, the STATE presumes that all 
children can and should be able to 
acquire an education in a conformist 
educational system that makes no 
allowances for the learning pattern of the 
individual child. Meanwhile the STATE 
provides no alternatives for those children 
who cannot learn through the “plant” 
concept that is public school education, 
or for those to whom any kind of formal 
education is a waste of time, e.g. 
would-be farmers or circus performers, or 
for that matter rodeo riders. The list is 
endless. 

In a free society the rights of the 
individual are always taken into account, 
in the tenure of the laws that a free 
society passes to govern itself. This 
concept is absent in the laws that govern 
a totalitarian society. And the 
compulsory education law is very 
definitely a totalitarian law that infringes 
on the moral, legal and spiritual rights of 
all its citizens under the age of sixteen, 
and their respective parents and 
guardians. 

That the public school (plant concept) 
education of the children of this society 
has been a failure, is patently obvious to 
anyone who has or knows of children 
attending a public school in any one of 
the fifty states, or has at one time 
attended such an institution themselves. 
Even on the level of vocational training, it 
fails to do a proper job. For example, 
how many executives have secretaries 
that perform adequately in that 
role?—rarely, I’m told, and yet aren’t 
these young women, for the most part, 
products of public school education, 
many of them having graduated at the 
top of their class. Or how many 
automobile mechanics are really equipped 
to even look under the hood of an 
automobile, let alone repair it? Consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader cites automobile 
manufacturers for foisting badly made 
cars on an unsuspecting public, but Mr. 
Nader stops short of defining why the 
automobile manufacturers cannot come 
up with an automobile that does not 
malfunction ten minutes after the new 
owner drives it out of a dealer's 
showroom, Well, I shall pick up the 
gauntlet where Mr. Nader has dropped it 
and carry on in his stead. What Mr. Nader 
did not comment 6n (perhpas, lest we 
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sympathize with ‘“Detroit’’) is the 
single-most cause, why this is so, and that 
single-most cause is that a preponderately 
large majority of the men who work in 
this nation’s automobile plants simply do 
not know what they are doing, they have 
not been properly trained in the 
management of their craft, and at best a 
number of them are “faking their way 
through,”’ hanging on to their jobs as best 
they can. Even sloppy craftsmen have to 
live! But this is another example of poor 
vocational education training, backfiring. 

All of us who live (or merely exist) in 
this (so-called) free society are 
continuously subjected to poor quality 
goods, services and workmanship. Even 
the richest and most influential members 
of our society cannot escape the inherent 
frustrations attendant in having a job or 
service improperly done, primarily due to 
the ineptness of the worker charged with 
the responsibility to carry through on the 
service we are paying him (or her) to 
perform for us

This condition has come about because 
the primary emphasis in public school 
education is now, and always has been, 
placed on passing grades and passing 
exams, none of which requires thorough 
knowledge of the subject on which the 
student is examined and __ graded. 
Therefore students learn early (some by 
example of the older students, others by 
observing the attitudes of their teachers) 
that it is not important to learn, only to 
get A’s. That getting A’s and passing 
grades is not synonymous’ with 
Knowledge of a subject is patently 
obvious when one attempts to question a 
student’s general knowledge of a subject 
on which the student has just been 
examined, it is then found that the 
student’s total knowledge of the subject 
is limited to questions that were asked on 
the exam, thanks to diligent and 
persistent cramming a few days prior to 
the exam. 

It is little wonder that this society 
produces so many inept teachers, doctors 
lawyers, blue and white collar workers; 
the more degrees required to perform the 
job, the higher the tolerance of inept 
“professionals.” For most students a high 
school or college dipioma does not 
represent knowledge acquired, it merely 
means that the student has “beaten the 
system’ and is now prepared to con his 
way through four more years in a college 
or graduate school, or perhaps con 
himself into and through a job, without 
*he foggiest notion of what he is doing. 

Where, then is the incentive for a 
parent to send his child to a public school 
or for children to want to attend, 
especially if the children (like mine are) 
are interested in learning? But the lack of 
learning potential is not the only, or most 
serious, threat to children attending 
public schools today. Today there is far 
greater “clear and present danger” for all 
children attending public schools, 
whether the schools be in big city 
ghettoes, or carefully landscaped suburbs. 
That danger is widespread drug usage and 
widespread drug addiction, and adding to 
this danger is the danger of pre-adolescent 
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Morai training and warnings by parents 
to children are not enough to guarantee 
that children will not become involved in 
the “nightmare world” of drug addiction 
or become the recipient of a venereal! 
disease, in many cases before the child is 
twelve years old. 

Sociologists have been speaking out for 
many years on “peer group” influence 
(which is most often stronger than 
parental influence), and the need (by our 
children) for “peer group” approval. 
“Peer group” approval is the single-most 
cause of why children (many of whom 
are said to come from “good homes”’ and 
have “everything”) become unwilling and 
unwitting victims of the drug cult which 
operates throughout this nation’s school 
system. 

As a parent it is my duty and my 
obligation to protect my children and to 
keep them from dangerous environs. 
Sending my children to a public school 
today, is synonymous with sending them 
out to play in “sunset strip” or in any 
city’s red light district,” with one 
exception: If I permitted my children to 
play in the “sunset strip district” I would 
be arrested and charged with parental 
neglect and corrupting the morals of a 
minor child. 

Yet the school bourd claims to be 
concerned about the current and future 
welfare of my two children. I too am 
concerned about the welfare of my 
children, present and future, and if I send 
them back to public school they will not 
have a future, and their minds will 
stagnate instead of flourish and grow the 
way children’s minds should develop. 
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My children are not weak and 
characterless-far from it, they are 
possessed of great strength and integrity 
and (thus far) their moral character is 
unassailable. So far they have successfully 
withstood both “peer group” pressure 
and “peer group” threats, to experiment 
with drugs, but there is a limit to how 
long they will be able to hold out, at least 
where threats of physical harm are 
concerned. “Peer group” approval doesn’t 
pose as much of a threat, as I have taught 
them to be self contained and 
independent of the need for external 
validation of their sense of “self-worth.” 

“Big Brother’ (the school board) has 
not denied that conditions exist in the 
schools that I have previously outlined. 
They instead remind me that the 
compulsory education law clearly states 
that all children under the age of sixteen 
must attend a public or private school, a 
private school that is certified by the 
state, that is, and since I lack 
certification, | am not permitted to do 
(legally) what I have been doing since 
they were born, educating them. 

And now that I have chosen to exercise 
the rights (supposedly) guaranteed to me 
under the Constitution >f the United 
States of America, I am considered as a 
heretic, because I have chosen to 
challenge (an illegal) law, but more 
importantly, an established order. 

That this law has not been challenged 
before, in court of law, is largely due to 
an unaware and indifferent public, since 
there is no financial profit to be gleaned, 
no one lobbies for the rights of children 
in this society. Instead, children are 
treated as “non-persons,” their 
purchasing power being somewhat 
limited.

If | am found guilty of the charges that 
the school board has levied against me, it 
will be a travesty of justice and a 
violation of my constitutional and civil 
rights.

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in fairness to English majors who may 
have been traumatized by the Hornet’s 
freeform reportage in the story “English 
Dept. in the Soup Again,” I should 
probably correct some of the 
misapprehensions. 


First an open meeting of the 
Department was called to discuss the new 
major, to which students were invited 
through announcements in class, posted 
notices, etc. A dozen or so students, did 
attend, although apparently none of them 
were associated with the Hornet, and 
several spoke during the meeting. Two 
students, as I recall, failing to understand 
what we were attempting to do, argued 
vociferously against the catalog changes 
on the grounds that students wouid not 
know what the department was offering 
Several faculty, I regret to say, also 
seemed to share this view. The rest of the 
students present, and the great majority 
of faculty, seemed to understand the 
change to be an effort to make the 
Department's offerings more responsive 
to both student needs and to the 
changing nature of the English discipline 
Far from being a cynical power play 
deriving from selfish professors’ desires 
for “more flexibility to teach what they 
want to teach,” it is an effort to make 
possible the devising oi a variety of 
approaches to traditional subject matter 
which will offer students a real choice 
without diluting the quality of their 
education. For example, our current 
catalog (generally accurate for 1970-71 

t not for this year) lists two 
Snakespeare courses, English 110 and 
111, described thusly

Anyone who has kept up with the 
development of the English discipline 
knows that a simple chronologial 
approach to teaching Shakespeare 1s by 
no means the only or even the best way 
of teaching the subject. Under the new 
“open curriculum,” under English 145 
Major Figures in British Literature 
Shakespeare can be offered by genre 
(Shakespeare the Tragedies or the 
Comedies. or Histories), by theme (The 
Hero in Shakespeare’s Major Plays, or 
Shakespeare and Renaissance Politics), 
by a comparative scheme (The 
Development of Shakespeare’s Art-3 
early plays, 3 middle plays, 3 late plays), 
etc., etc. Each of these alternative ways 
of approaching Shakespeare is perfectly 
legitimate, and, given the differing 
background and training ef the five or six 
people teaching Shakespeare classes, the 
courses offered by each will be better 
courses because they will reflect the 
professors’’ greatest knowledge and 


interest in the subject. Or, to put it a bit 
differently, a Professor who is teaching 
the course according to the chronological 
approach, but who knows he could do a 
better job doing it another way, will no 
longer be bound by the obsolete catalog 
to teach it 


according to an approach

which is, for him, “wrong.” The same 
argument holds true of the Modern

The Department will list in its pamphiet 
of “profiles of course concentrations 
recommended within the “open major” a 
variety of patterns of courses which will 
fit into a student’s particular interests 
Thus a student majonng in English can 
consult his copy of the pamphlet of 
“profiles” and, in collaboration with his 
advisor or, if he chooses, on his own, 
design his own major. The “profile” 
pamphlet will recommend various 
patterns for various emphases, from 
traditional British and American 
literature concentrations to emphases on 
rhetoric, linguistics, Ethnic Studies, 
Women’s Studies, etc., and will suggest 
the appropriate patterns for students who 
intend to go on to graduate school, work 
toward a credential. etc. The Department 
Schedules Commitice will, each semester, 
Plan a baianced program of offerings for 
the subsequent semester, assuring that 
adequate numbers of sections of period 
courses, genre courses, history of ideas 
courses, major figures, comparative 
literature courses, etc., are offered. As 
soon as the figures, comparative literature 
courses, etc., are offered. As soon as the 
schedule is complete, it will be made 
public, along with the course 
descriptions 

Further, the Department will make 
available seraester by semester course 
descriptions of a specific sort for all 
courses offered. It should be noted that 
catalog descriptions are not’ very 
specific witness the Shakespeare 
descriptions-and often do not reflect 
very accurately the true content of a 


#. course, for the simple reason that the 


person who made up the description is 
not always the person teaching the course 
in a given semester. Further, the notion 
that Professor Y should be bound to

We are concerned about the events of 
November 18 when an off duty 
policeman (out of uniform) accidentally 
discharged his revolver in a classroom in 
which he was in attendance as a student 
No one was killed. For that we are 
fortunate. This good fortune was nothing 
more than luck. We do not believe that 
the welfare and even lives of those of us 
who make up this academic community 
can be left to luck in the future 

We are not arguing that an officer 
Carrying out his responsibilities should 
not be armed. We recognize in our society 
force and the show of force is seen as the 
only alternative to preserving peace and 
freedom. We do argue, however. that a 
person who is on this campus as a student 
should not be armed with a deadly 
weapon. The campus is open to students 
regardless of their current occupation or 
backgrounds. It is open because their lives 
here are as students. Their occupation 
should not give them special status while 
they are on campus as students 
We understand the conflict that 
pres.ntly exists—that local law 
enforcement feels that off-duty 
policemen should carry their weapons 
with them at all times. We object ¢o the 
reasoning and rational of this policy. It is 
our very strong feeling that students 
Carrying weapons constitute a threat 
socially, psychologically, morally and 
physically to our well being. We think it 
imperative that whatever change in 
policies and rules are needed to very

specifically totally exclude weapons being 
carried on this campus by students be 
made immediately. We recognize that this 
restriction on law enforcement might at 
some point work to cur disadvantage We 
are willing to take this chance. We 
recognize that fighting for this principle 
might damage our relationship with local 
law enforcement. We are willing to take 
this chance. We recognize that a policy 
excluding students from this campus who 
carry guns might mean a policy that 
excludes policemen being here as students 
We further recognize all of the 
ramifications and seriousness of this 
exclusion. We are still willing to take that 
chance. What we are not willing to risk is 
an environment on this campus where 
there is suspicion, fear and distrust and 
the possibility of death 

We recommend to the President in the 
Strongest terms that are available to us as 
faculty, students and administrators of 
this campus community that all and every 
step and course of action be pursued 
immediately with local law enforcement. 
with the Chancellor, with the Trustees 
and with the state legislature if necessary, 
to resolve this problem. If there are 
negative, even punitive actions taken 
against this campus as a result of a strong 
stand on the part of the President, we are 
willing to assume and risk with him these 
repercussions 

In closing, we would like you to know 
that we recognize that your position has 
been one of strong opposition to students 
carrying weapons on campus. This letter 
is to demonstrate to you that you have 
our wholehearted support in moving

event will include Beryl Crowe, 
professor of Political Science, 
Evergreen State College, 
Olympia, Washington;

Dr. Jackson is the author of 
numerous papers, and the book 
“Man and the Environment.” 
Prior to accepting his newly 
created position at Sacramento 
State College, he was an 

Associate Professor of Biology 
at Kansas Wesleyan University. 
During his tenure at Kansas 
Wesleyan he designed a 
scallop-shaped house that 
revolves with the sun, which he 
was in the process of building 
with the help of friends who 
took over the project when he 
came to Sacramento. He views 
the forthcoming symposium as 
merely the first of a series of 
collogiums between the campus 
community and the community 
at-large, dealing with the 
many-facted problems of 
environmerttal crises.
